In Ji paper^^ entitled A List of the Ilyinenoptera of the Philip[)ine 
Islands, with descriptions of New Species, I recorded 1S3 s})ecies of 
these insects from the Philippines, although several doulitful species 
mentioned by Fr. Castro de Elera in his Catalogo de todo la h^iuna 
Filipinas were cited but not included in this number. Two genera 
and thirty-one species were des(*rib(‘d as new to science in this tirst 
paper. 

Since the list appcai’ed, however, 1 have found references to live 
species overlooked by me. These are: (1) Ainpale,o Kohl, 

(2) ifr(q>luvu!< ^\vai\\.^ (3) ./v7W/?c Walker, (I) Pintpla 

{^FAt.wrides,^) fnrcifi>r Bingham, and (5) Stephanus /;^^/7c7.sAVestwood. 
Mr. P. Cameron, the eminent English h 3 Uiienopterist, has also kindlv 
called mv attention to two species descri))ed bv Gribodo,^^ viz, S 2 )Iu'A 
sfdclscdta and Jfein/pepi^is tayala. from the island of Mindoro. 
Father W. A. Stanton continues to send me the Ilvmenoptera col¬ 
lected ])y him in the Observatorv Garden at Manila, and I am now 
able, with the new material I’eceived from him and from Fathei* 
Pobert Brown, to contribute fui’ther toward.advancing the knowledge 
of the hvmenopterous fauna of the archipelago. Below I describe 
four new genera and fortv-tive new species of Hymeno})tera. manv of 
the latter in genera and families not before knowti to have represent¬ 
atives in the Philippines. 

The new genus Sfautonui^ named in honor of Father Stanton, is of 
spi'cial interest, as it is a true Agathine, but disparts somewhat in the 
characters of the vejiation from all other known genera in the group. 

The paper terminates with a clna-k list, svstematicallv ari'anged, of 
the ILunenoptera now known to occur in the Philippine Islands.

griseous pub(‘scenc('; the ventral scopa is long and deiise, and tinged 
Avith yello^v. Wings subfuscous; th(' stigma and veins black. Anten- 
me wholly black.

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is Mark; the secoiid (‘n))ital cell is small, a little widei* (hio-her) than 
lon^' and receiv^es the first ivcurrent nervure veiy near its apex; the 
thii’d cubital cell is laro’in* and receives the second recurrent nervure 
at its apical third. Leg-s lilack, the scopa whitish, the hind tarsi with 
joints 2-4 at apex, the last joint and the (‘laws testaceous. The 
al)doinen is oblono’-oval, smooth, and shining-, with the dorsal seoments 
2 and beyond microscopically shagreened, the terminal segment 
fringed with short, still', black hairs; otherwise the abdomen is clothed 
with a whitish pubescen(‘e, the first and second dorsal segments with 
tufts laterally.

Black, subopaciiie, hnely, closely punc¬ 
tured, the clypeiis and lower part of the cheeks clothed with a silvei‘y 
white pubescence; scape, pedicel, mandibles, except the teeth, the 
u]:)per margin of the pronotum, the prothoracic tubei'cles, the scutel- 
lum, two small spots at the apex of the abdominal petiole, a large 
transverse mark on each side of the second doi*sal segment, a small 
spot on each side of the thii*d segment, a stripe at the base of the 
fourth segment, interrupted at the middle, and the fifth segment, 
except narrowly at apex, and the legs, except the coxa\ trochanters, 
the hind femora entii*ely, the ])asal two-thirds of the front and middle 
femora (ihove, and a spot on the hind tibia beneath towaid apex, 
which are black, are yellow; the two or three apical joints of the 
hind tarsi are more oi‘ less fuscous. ^Vings hyaline, the stigma and 
veins blackish. 

Agrees well with the female, only the pedicel 
is ])lack, not yellow; the yellow margin on the pronotum is inter¬ 
rupted at the middle, the scutellum wholly black, the abdomen l)lack.

each side at apex of the fifth, while the legs are mostly black, with the

Wings liyaline, the 
front wings faintly fuscous at the apical margins, the stigma and 
veins l>rown-})lack. Antenine 1'2-jointed; the flagellum is filiform, 
th(‘ joints suberpial in length, the first being nearly twice as long 
as the p(‘dicel. The tarsi ai'e spinous and much longer than their 
ti))ije: th(‘ joints o and 4 of front and middle tarsi are short and 
unit('d scai'cely longer than the fifth or last joint; the fourth joint of 
the hind tarsi is much shorter than the third, the last joint being 
about as long as the third. 

M<(/c, —Length 5 to 5.5 mm. Hardly distinguishable from the 
femah‘ except in being smaller and })y the structure of the antenine 
and abdomen. The antenine are 13-jointed, the first joint of the tlagel- 
liim being inairly thrice as long as the pedicel, which is shorter than 
in the bmiale, while tin' terminal abdominal segment is without a 
])ygidial area.

cus, transversely riigulose, the upper surface with a slight median 
deprc'ssion posteriorly, the depression with about four transverse 
raised lines beyond a short median raised line that (‘xtends from the 
base of the postscutellum, the surface on either side to this line 
with oblicpie raised lines; tarsi brownish piceous, somewhat reddish 
beneath. Wings hyaline, the stigma and veins black, the areolet ti'i- 
augular, petiolate; the first recurrent vein is interstitial with the first 
transverse cubitus; teguhe testaceous posteriorly, blackish anteriorly. 
Abdomen smooth and shining, the first and second segment sparsely 
and minutely punctate.

tarsi beneath testaceous. Wings hyaline, the stigma and veins piceous 
black, the areolet triangular, pcdiolate, receiving the second recurrent 
nervure slightly bey-ond its middle; the first recurrent nervure joins 
the median vein before the first transverse cubitus. Abdomen smooth 
and shining, but the first segment is inicroscopicallv punctate, the 
depnsssion at apex being clothed with a silverv puljescence; the second 
and third segments at ai)ex, and especially" laterally", are also more or 
less clothed with a silverv pubescence.

face with some silvery pile.

A study 
of a specimen shows that it is not a X///c.v, but comes nuudi closer to 
the g’l'iu'ra f^dicurgtfs and Fcmolomorplttf^ but is easily s(‘]3arated by 
having the submedian ce'll in the front wings distiucdly shorter than 
th(' nu'dian. ddie (daws, too, are also different from those in AV////cv; 
in the female tlu'y are cleft. The metanotnm is transversely wrinkled 
or striated, the labriim subexserted, the mandibles bidentate, the 
maxillary ]3alpi d-jointed. the third joint, the longest, as long as the 
lirst and second united, while the labial palpi are 4-jointed, the second 
joint b(‘ing the longc'st. 

Genus PALLOSOMA Eepeletier. 

To this genus belongs S/d/ffs fuhjJdipf^nnix Saussure, which is 
re[)orted from tin' Ifliilippines.
